CLitiosiTiKs OF TIIE Eaiitii — At the city 
of .VIoilciia, Italy, and ah.iut four :niles around 
it, whenever 'the earth is dn:;, when the 
workmen arrive at the distance of ai.\ly-threB 
feet, they come to a bed of chalk, which they 
bore with an auger five feet. They then 
withdraw from the pit bef.jre the auger is 
removed, and upon its exli ication, ihe water 
bursts thronuh tlie apeiinre with great vio- 
lence, and iills the newly made well, which 
coiHiiiues full and is aliected neither by rams 
or droughts. Bui what is most remarkable 
in this operation are the layers of earth as 
we descend. At the depth ot fourteen feet 
are fouiul ihe iiiiiis of an ancient city, paved 
streets, houses, lloors, and diiferenl kinds of 
mosaic work. Under this is I'oiiiul a soft, 
oozy earlh, made up of vc'^eiables, and at 
twenty-si.v feet deep, large trees, entire, 
such as walnut trees, with the walnuts still 
Slicking to the stem, and the leaves and 
brandies in a perfect slate of pre.servalion. 
At iweniy-ciglit. leet deep, a soCt chalk is 
found mixed with a vast (piaiitity of shells, 
and this bed is eleven teec thick. Under 
this vegelalion i.s found again.
